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NATIONALIST 
DVU VICTORY 
IN GERMANY 


THE GERMAN GERMAN PEOPLES UNION (DVU) 
scored a stunning triumph at the end of last month in 
regional elections in the old East Germany. The regional 
elections in the state of Saxony-Anhalt saw the DVU take 
12.9% of the poll, coming from nowhere to take many 
seats in the eastern lander legislature and shake the 


political establishment in Bonn to its core. 


The DVU, headed by multi- 
millionaire Dr. Gerhard Frey scored 
the highest vote for nationalism 
since the war and firmly set the 
agenda for the Bavarian land 
elections and the national elections 
later this year. 

The vote came after a £1 million 
campaign aimed atyoung voters by 
way of mail shots and posters. The 
weekend before elections saw 
Magdeburg covered in posters by 
the DVU. Saxony-Anhalt faces 
25% unemployment — double the 
rate in the west— with all of the old 
manufacturing industries having 
closed down after unification made 
them uncompetitive. Chancellor 
Kohl’s promise of 100,000 jobs in 
the east were seen as so much hot 
air. Additionally, thereis widespread 
scepticism about the euro. All of 
the establishment parties support 
the euro, thus the stand by the 
DVU for the Deutschmark and 
against the euro struck a chord. 

Analysis shows that the DVU 
took 25% of the vote amongst the 
18-24 age group and 17% of those 
aged 25-34, making the DVU the 
biggestparty amongst young voters. 


The ruling Christian Democratic 
Union of Chancellor Kohl saw its 
vote fall by 12.5% to 23% and its 
liberal Free Democrat partners 
failed to cross the 5% threshold for 
elected office. Also failing to cross 
the threshold were the Greens — 
the leftist coallition partner. The 
opposition Social Democratic Party 
increased its vote by 2% to 37%, 
and the Party of Democratic 
Socialism — the re-named 
Communist Party of the old East 
Germany took 20% of the vote 
(unchanged from last time) with 
the same anti-euro stance as the 
DVU. 

Rene Fischer, 36, who lost his job 
last year summed up the feeling 
best when he said: “I voted DVU 
because they best represent my 
interests. They have the right 
answers. they’ll fight for jobs for 
Germans. All the other parties 
won't. The others only care about 
the euro.” 

With the DVU and the 
communists alone campaigning 
against the euro and taking a third

win for nationalism in Germany since the war. 
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ELECTION TIME 


The council elections this 
month show, as predicted, 
that it is stilltoo early for any 
gains to be made against 
Labour by the BNP. Teflon 
Tony, the man to whom 
nothing seems to stick 
continues to ride high. 

Minor gains were made by 
various parties in this 
election but these were 
chiefly at the expense of the 
Liberal Democrats. Labour's 
position remained broadly 
unchanged. 

The story on page one on 
the nationalist DVU shows 
what can be achieved — 
given the right 
circumstances. High 
unemployment and a deeply 
unpopular government out 
of touch with the people can 
lead to spectacular victories. 

Here in Britain, the BNP 
confirmed that its hat is still 
very much in the ring witha 
spate of good results, along 
with, invariably, others that 
were not so good. Most 
results this time were down 
on 1994, but 1994 
represented an historic high 
for the party on the back of 
the, then, recent council by- 
election win in Millwall. 

The turnout was also low 
at 34% which meant that voter 
apathy led to smaller votes 
than otherwise might have 
been had. 

The Newham votes were 
particularly good. They were 
good in terms of seats 
contested and also in terms 
of votes obtained. Elsewhere 
good votes were obtained in 
Millwall, Hackney, Chapel 
End, Merton and Illingworth. 
Some of these were first time 
votes. Beckton with 23% was 
the party’s best vote, 
although a clutch of votes at 
around 16-18% shows that 
there is breadth to the party’s 
appeal — it is not just 
confined to a single ward. 

As forecast, the party’s 
next breakthrough will come 
ina by-election. Good votes 
overthe last yearin Yorkshire 
indicate that such a 
breakthrough may not 
necessarily occurinLondon. 
To some extent, the party 
will have to wait for ‘Tory’ 


Blair to slip up. 
In the meantime, while the 
party awaits more 


favourable circumstances to 
marshal a winning vote, the 
next task ahead is the Euro- 
Elections. The herculean 
effort needed for this is 
strictly to push outthe party’s 
message. and to recruit the 
members needed to make 
the party stronger — ready 
to assistin making the party’s 
next electoral breakthrough.

Carlile Two walk free in Rune Race Case 


The long awaited Rune Race case 
finally started and concluded late last 
month, starting on Monday 27th 
April in Harrow Crown Court, north 
west London. The case originated 
when ex-Lib-Dem MP Alex Carlile 
complained that The Rune magazine 
broke the notoriously oppressive 
Race Relations Act. Part of his crazed 
complaint was that a picture of a 
beautiful Viking girl looking out to sea 
at a Viking longboat was a metaphor

for contemporary Britain and sending 
immigrants back home. In the event, 
the prosecution chose not to rely 
upon this! Day One opened with Nick 
Griffin making legal arguments and 
getting the multi-racial jury sworn in. 

A key point in this legal debate 
was the fact that the prosecution had 
applied for, and been granted, the 
right to withhold the initial letter of 
complaint about the magazine sent by 
Carlile to the police. Although such 
unused background material is 
normally released to the defence 
upon request, in this case the Crown 
Prosecution Service had ignored 
letters demanding such documents, 
before hiding behind the claim that 
the letter contained ‘sensitive’ 
material. 

Despite Nick Griffin pointing out 
that the Attorney General’s Guidelines 
on the disclosure of unused material 
make it quite clear that he was entitled 
to see the letter, the judge ruled to the 
contrary, saying that the material was 
‘irrelevant’ to his defence. This 
decision may be connected to another 
observation made by Judge Copley 
who, on Mr. Griffin’s contention that 
the entire prosecution was politically 
motivated, said: “That may very well 
be the case, but that 1s irrelevant.” 


The prosecution case took little 
more than an hour on Tuesday 
morning, opening with the claim that 
the magazine was “a blatant example 
of incitement to racial hatred.” 

Absurdly, the Crown contended 
that even to discuss the problem of 
the below replacement level white 
birthrate and the use of such terms as 
‘white survival’ was an indication of 
racial hatred towards others. 

It was at this stage that the jury 
heard the entire one-and-three-quarter 
hour tape of the interview between 
Nick Griffin and two police officers. 
As the complaints raised by Carlile 
were systematically demolished, it 
began to dawn on one and all that 
Nick was not to go without a fight. 

The increasingly confident 
defendant struck another body blow 
when he complained to the judge that 
the transcript of the interview which 
the jury also had, contained a number 
ofinaccuracies which undermined the 
impact of what he had said. The 
prosecuting barrister leapt to her feet 
to say that this didn’t matter but was 
slapped down by the judge who 
agreed that the transcript should be 
corrected. Point by point, therefore, 
Nick was able to read through telling 
soundbites giving the jury time to 


write in the proper version and think 
on it. Then, having established the 
precedent, he sprung his trap and the 
judge ordered the jurors to amend 
their trial transcripts to have the 
interviewing police officer admit that 
the complaint against him was 
politically motivated. 

The remaining hour-and-a-half of 
Tuesday afternoon was taken up by 
the first part of Nick’s own defence, in 
which he examined each of the 
specific things objected to by the 
prosecution, He showed, for example, 
how the caption to a picture of an 
illegal Jamaican immigrant who had 
shot dead an unarmed police officer 
was far more moderate in tone than 
the coverage of the incident in the 
national press, and a highlight of this 
part of the case, came when Mr. 
Griffin dealt with the allegation that a 
reference to ‘the sword of war’ in an 
article about the Vikings was “a call to 
arms for white supremacists.” Having 
described the phrase as ‘mere 
rhetoric’, Nick recited the whole 
second verse of William Blake’s 
Jerusalem, raising an extra finger 
every time he come to a piece of 
violent imagery. “Bring me my 
bow...etc.” At the end of the verse, 
holding aloft no fewer than seven 


RUNE TRIAL GIVES PARTY GOOD PUBLICITY 


Last month’s Rune race case gave 
the party one significant piece of 
publicity relating to Nick Griffin’s 
surprise Black witness. Black 
activists aiding the party and sharing 
the party’s racial platform (although 
from a complimentary Black 
perspective) is both newsworthy 
and opinion forming. The media 
generated image of BNP members 
as race-haters, while incorrect, has 
gained credence through the stupid 
and juvenile antics of others close to 
the wider nationalist movement.

rightly so. 

For the BNP, winning hearts and 
minds is crucial to success.

Eighteen months ago, the party 
mounted a small demonstration with 
a Black family who wished to 
emigrate to Guyana but for whom 
the Home Office would not pay their 
fares, let alone resettlement costs.

They were flown to Britain 
at the expense of the British 
National Party so they could 
give evidence on behalf of 
Nick Griffin, who had pub- 
lished racist material. 

Kwame Akkebala said 
yesterday: ‘‘We would work 
with Satan if it meant fur- 
thering the cause of racial 
separation and, to that end, 
we meet with all sorts of 
people, including: neo-Nazis 
and members of Ku Klux 
Klan. 

‘We believe in racial sepa- 
ration, just like Nick Griffin. 
Therefore we share a lot of 
common ground and we see 


Nick’ and his colleagues as 
doing a similar job to us. 
Nick is a very polite man and 
we work with him whenever 
there is a clear mutual bene- 
fit to be gained.” 

Osiris Akkebala, who 
always wears traditional 


` African robes, and Griffin, 


38, have been friends since 
the black nationalist visited 
Britain in the mid-1980s to 
discuss with leading lights of 
the National Front ways of 


-achieving racial separation. 
Since then the two have. 


kept in contact and Akkebala 
describes Griffin, who has 
since joined the BNP, as a 
‘spiritual brother”. During 
the 1992 general election he 
was even persuaded by Grif- 
fin to endórse one of the 
BNP’s candidates. 

Many anti-racists have 
expressed astonishment at 
the behaviour of the black 
activists, who have contin- 
ued to support the BNP 
despite the party frequently 
being accused of racism. 

Kwame Akkebala said: 
‘We do not find any of their 
material offensive.” i 

Griffin was charged’ after 


others, an article referring to 
‘‘mongrel slaves”. But last 


week in court Chief Elder fia 


Akkebala said Griffin had 
never displayed. any racist 
behaviour towards him. 

Despite the Chief’s testi- 
mony the jury found Griffin 
guilty of inciting racial 
hatred. He was given a nine- 
month suspended sentence 
and ordered to pay £2,300 
costs. 

Akkebala’s group and the 
BNP are very keen to work 
closely in the near future. 
Kwame Akkebala said he 
and the Chief Elder hoped to 
come to the UK later this 
year to stage a conference 
alongside British extreme 
Right-wing activists on racial 
separation. 

He said: ‘‘It would be won- 
derful to get all the white and 
black separatists from 
around Britain together 
under one roof. 

“It would be a great 
opportunity for us to tell the 
black people of Britain that 
we need to come together 
and eventually go back home 
to Africa, which is where all 
black people truly belong.”

The point of both of these stories 
is that it is possible for the party to 
change its negative image. It might 
be a slow process and it might not be 
easy, but it’s something that has to 
be done to pave the way for a wider 
political breakthrough. 

It is worth stating that the BNP is 
not a white supremacist organisation. 
Rather, the BNPis aracial nationalist 
party which believes in Britain for 
the British, which is to say racial 
separation. As such, the BNP believes 
in a homeland for all. Britain is our 
racial homeland. Black and Asian 
people should have their homelands 


too. They have them overseas in 
Africa, Asia and the Caribbean which 
is where the BNP wishes them to 
return — aided by generous 
resettlement grants and with foreign 
aid directed at countries like Jamaica 
and Bangladesh to make those 
countries more attractive to settle in. — 
It has nothing to do with race 
hate. Just as parents love their 
children, so we love our own people. 
And just as that doesn’t mean that 
those parents hate other children, so 
nationalists don’t hate other peoples 
either. Rather our nationalism makes 
us better appreciate and understand 
the national aspirations of others.

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fingers, he asked the jury to consider 
how much more ‘violent’ this much 
loved hymn is than the piece of 
poetry to which the prosecution had 
drawn their attention. 

Nick’s evidence continued for 
another hour-and-a-half on 
Wednesday morning, with more 
telling blows being struck against the 
prosecution’s case. Nick read out 
aloud articles from a number of 
mainstream publications, including 
The Guardian and Time magazine all 
of which substantiated his, at first 
sight, unlikely claim that white people 
are an endangered species. His 
subsequent cross-examination turned 
out to be a ding-dong battle, during 
which the judge waded in on the side 
of the prosecution. 

More judicial bias was apparent 
when the next defence witness took 
the stand. World famous historian 
Professor Robert Faurisson, who was 
called to show the jury that Mr. 
Griffin’s apparently unorthodox 
Opinions on certain aspects of the 
history of the Second World War 
were in fact based on fact. The 
prosecution argued that such 
evidence was inadmissible, pointing 
out that, under the repressive and 
unjust Race Laws, “the truth is no 
defence.” Nick accepted that this is 
the ‘law’, but argued that he was not 
seeking to introduce Professor 
Faurisson’s evidence on that basis, 
but in order to make the jury 
understand that he had genuine 
reasons for his heretical scepticism, 
thereby proving that he was not 
making things up in order to incite 
hatred. 

Even operating under the tightest 
possible restrictions, Professor

Faurisson’s charm and rapier-sharp 
wit ensured that he was able to get his 
key points across. At one stage, 
when he had asked for five minutes in 
which to sum up the revisionist view 
of what did and did not happen 
during the Nazi persecution of Jews in 
Eastern Europe the judge was sternly 
shaking his head.

The prosecutor unwisely tried to 
cross-examine the Professor on his 
convictions in France for thinking 
forbidden thoughts.

“Twelve, maybe fifteen. Your 
Honour, you have before you a 
terrible criminal,” twinkled the 
Professor. “It’s not often we hear a 
witness in Harrow Crown Court 
admitting to being a terrible criminal”, 
laughed the judge making it quite 
clear that he regarded the elderly 
French gentleman as anything but. 

On Thursday, the rather more 
sympathetic judge heard former BNP 
Press Officer, Michael Newland testify 
that he had never heard anyone in the 
BNP leadership advocate the use of 
violence, and that anyone who had 
done so would have been regarded as 
either being mad or working for the 
state. He also gave some powerful

the Home Office. The British 
Nationalist report of the 
demonstration was entered as an 
official Exhibit, and jurors were given 
a copy to read for themselves. 

As Nick’s final witness walked to 
the box, looks of pure astonishment 
appeared on the faces of the jurors. 
African-American separatist Osiris 
Akkebala swept into court in full tribal 
robes to essentially, give a character 
reference for Nick and to explain his 
philosophy, using almost identical 
words to express his views about the 
need for Black identity and survival 
as Nick had earlier used in connection 
with the white people of Britain. Mr. 
Akkebala, Chief Elder of the Pan 
African International Movement, 
scotched the idea that this was 
‘hatred’ and pointed out that racial 
separatists are motivated solely by 
love of their own kind, not by hostility 
to anyone else. 

As with each of the other 
witnesses that morning, Miss Wass 
declined to ask Mr. Akkebala any 
questions. Despite her reputation for 
courtroom aggression and her 
confident start earlier in the week, she 
clearly knew that she was out of her 
depth. Once again, the judge 
exchanged jokes and smiles with the 
witness, clearly enjoying what had 
become a most unusual case. 

With the defence case over, 
Thursday afternoon saw the 
prosecution’s closing speech. The 
Rune, claimed Miss Wass, was a very 
subtle publication. The racial hatred 
in it could only be found by reading 
between the lines, by looking for 
deeply hidden meanings. She also 
commented that Mr. Griffin was a very 
articulate man, who was trying to: 
“pull the wool over your eyes.” 

Nick began his own closing 
speech by pointing out the extent to 
which the prosecution had suddenly 
changed its view of the magazine. 
“On Monday it was ‘blatant 
incitement’, but now it’s ‘subtle’, with 
‘deeply hidden meanings’.” He told 
the jury that this was one example of 
how it was in fact the prosecution 
which was trying to ‘pull the wool 
over your eyes.’ Nick went through 
the charge against him word by word, 
explaining how the defence evidence 
had demolished the prosecution 
allegations at each point. 

In his summation on Friday 
morning, Judge Copley reminded the 
jury that the prosecution hadn’t even

attempted to portray the magazine as 
‘threatening’ and he went on to give 
an extremely fair account of the trial 
and the evidence presented. His 
entire speech seemed designed to tell 
the jury to acquit. This remarkable 
turnaround is the clearest indication 
possible of Nick Griffin’s skilful and 
dignified courtroom manner, and the 
quality of his witnesses. As the jury 
was sent to begin its deliberations, 
many of the supporters of free speech 
in the public gallery dared to believe 
that even this jury might acquit him. 

Unfortunately, neither these 
factors, nor the judge’s comments, 
had any impact on the jury. In fact, a 
local party member has since heard 
that one of the jurors was telling 
neighbours during Nick’s case that: 
“we're going to get him.” Clearly 
there were a couple of its members 
who put up some resistance to this 
injustice, for it took the jury some 
three-and-a-half hours to reach a 
unanimous verdict. This was 
announced with obvious relish by the 
polytechnic Marxist type who had 
got himself elected as foreman: 
“Guilty.” 

At this point, Nick was joined in the 
dock by Paul Ballard, who had pleaded 
guilty at an earlier hearing in order to 
save his elderly and unwell mother 
from the strain of a contested case. The 
judge then delivered his verdict. 
Significantly, there was none of the 
usual condemnation of what the 
defendants had done. Instead, he 
merely pointed out that they had been 
found guilty of what is regarded as a 
serious offence. He accepted that the 
material had nothing in common with 
the incitements to violence which more 
often come before the courts under this 
law, and he acknowledged that the 
defendants’ beliefs were sincere and 
that their intentions were good. 

Nevertheless, he went on, the 
minimum sentences he could impose 
were of nine and six months 
imprisonment, with Paul Ballard 
getting the lower figure for his guilty 


plea. In addition, Nick Griffin would 


have to pay £2,300 costs, and Paul 
£300. Then, just as the faces in the 
public gallery were at their glummest, 
came another dramatic turnaround. 
Judge Peter Copley went on to say 
that the exceptional circumstances of 
the defendants —- looking after a 
young family (in Nick’s case) and an 
elderly lady (in Paul’s) minded him, 
without setting a precedent for
